Capt. Stevenson was with 
the inteligence staff of British Army 
HQ., and in an interview with the 
Telegram this morning strongly criti- 
cized the attitude of Lloyd George, and 
of the British labor people for their 
fraternizing sentiments in regard to 
the Bolshevists. 

“The Bolshevists,” he stated, “first 
of all are worse than the Germans 
ever tried to be. They are paid 
moreover by German gold. I myself 
have seen’ Bolshevists pay cheques 
which came direct from Germany. I 
have seen propaganda printed in eBr- 
lin, with the stamp ofa German firm 
boldly displayed on the face of it. 
This propaganda ts printed in Turk- 
ish, Russian, Persian and in all the 
languages of those countries which 
they are trying to set against Great 
Britain. 

“At present the Bolshevists are get-
